To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 

Frimley  and  Camberley  Urban  District  Council. 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 


It  is  my  privilege  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the 
state  of  the  health  of  the  district  for  the  year  1963. 

In  the  vital  statistics  we  find  a continuing  rise  in  the 
population,  which  is  due  especially  to  a maintenance  of  the  high 
birth  rate  of  the  district. 

Once  again  it  is  satisfactory  to  be  able  to  comment  on 
the  absence  of  any  deaths  due  to  maternity  and  from  the  commoner 
infectious  diseases.  Of  the  new  cases  of  Tuberculosis  almost 
three-quarters  were  seen  to  be  in  respect  of  persons  coming  into 
the  area  to  the  newer  Council  Housing  Estates,  thereby  continuing 
the  trend  in  this  direction  which  has  been  established  during  the 
past  few  years. 

During  the  year  supplies  cf  Oral  Poliomyelitis  vaccine 
became  more  plentiful  and  it  is  more  customary  to  give  a fourth 
protective  reinforcing  dose  to  all  children  when  they  commence 
school.  In  addition,  certain  other  priority  classes  of  person  in 
the  population  are  also  eligible. 

With  the  introduction  of  the  Liquid  Egg  (Pasteurisation) 
Regulations  1963?  one  may  hope  to  see  yet  another  potential  source 
of  Food  Poisoning  removed  from  the  community. 

I would  wish,  once  again,  to  draw  the  public’s  attention 
to  the  need  for  vaccination  against  Smallpox  being  given  to  babies 
after  their  first  year  of  life  is  completed.  It  is  regrettable  that 
at  the  first  Medical  Inspection  in  Schools  we  find  at  least  a half 
of  the  children  still  unprotected.  There  is  no  doubt, .either,  ■ 
that  vaccination  against  the  Enteric  Fevers  ’d.th  T.A.B.  vaccine 
should  be  considered  by  the  many  travellers  to  the  Mediterranean 
shores  and  especially  if  their  destination  be  Spain  or  Italy. 

During  the  year,  the  Mass  Radiography  Service  examined 
3? 488  persons  who  voluntarily  attended  and  934  persons  who  were 
referred  by  their  private  doctors.  The  findings  show  that  five 
cases  of  lung  cancer  and  three  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis 
were  discovered. 

From  the  findings  of  this  Service  as  a whole  in  the  South 
West  Region,  it  is  seen  that  some  2.5  persons  per  thousand  were 
.found  to  have  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  and  a significantly  higher 
incidence  is  shown  for  cancer  of  the  lung. 


I would  like  to  thank  Dr.  Cook  of  the  Guildford  Public 
Health  Laboratory  for  his  help  on  all  occasions  in  routine  and  more 
specialised  bacteriological  examinations. 

In  conclusion  may  I thank  the  Council,  the  Clerk  and  Chief 
Officers  for  their  help  and  consideration  on  all  health  problems  and 
the  general  practitioners  for  their  co-operation  at  all  times.

The  Surrey  County  Council  as  the  Local  Health  Authority 
is  responsible  for  the  Ambulance  and  Medical  Transport  Services. 


Laboratory  Facilities. 

The  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Guildford  is  responsible  for 
the  examination  of  the  majority  of  specimens  submitted  by  this 
Department  from  cases  of  infectious  diseases. 

This  laboratory  also  undertakes  bacteriological  examinations 
of  milk,  ice  cream,  water  etc.,  as  may  be  required.  It  also  undertakes 
biological  examinations. 

The  resources  of  the  Pathological  Departments  of  the  General 
Hospitals  are,  of  course,  available  to  any  General  Practitioners.

The  above  Male  Nurse  was  appointed  towards  the  end  of  the 
year  to  cover  the  Nursing  of  Male  Patients,  particularly  the  heavy 
cases  which  require  extra  attention  and  lifting,  within  the  area. 


Hone  Help  Service. 

The  ’Neighbourly’  Home  Help  Scheme  continued  to  expand  during 
the  year  and  undoubtedly  proved  to  be  of  much  assistance  to  all 
concerned  and  in  some  measure  relieved  the  demand  for  the  ordinary  Home 
Helps. 


In  an  endeavour  to  deal  more  adequately  with  the  problem  of 
sub-standard  premises,  and  where  conditions  had  fallen  below  the  normal 
standard  of  hygiene,  the  County  Council  introduced  a system  for  making 
extra  payments  initially  to  Home  Helps  to  clear  up  the  premises  and  an 
additional  plus  rate  where  there  was  a continuing  need  to  bring  the 
premises  up  to  a reasonable  standard.

Hospital  Services. 

There  have  been  no  major  changes  in  the  hospital  services 
provided  by  the  Farnham  Group  Hospital  Management  Committee  during 
the  year* 


The  District  is  represented  on  the  Group  Management 
Committee  by  Mr.  A.C.  Beer,  (Chairman). 

Northfield  Hospital,  Aldershot  (Telephone  No.  Aldershot  21365) 
is  responsible  for  admitting  the  majority  of  the  infectious  diseases 
in  the  district. 

It  would  seem  that  about  80  per  cent  of  mothers  are  admitted 
for  confinements  in  hospitals  or  institutions,  the  majority  from 
civilian  families  attending  Frimley  Hospital  or  St.  Lukes  Hospital, 
Guildford.  The  Louise  Margaret  Hospital,  Aldershot,  admits  many 
mothers  from  military  families  and  has  been  helpful  indeed  in  providing 
also  for  admissions  from  many  civilian  families  from  this  District 
as  from  elsewhere.

The  following  table  shows  the  incidence  of  notifiable 
diseases  in  the  area  during  the  year,  with  details  of  ages,  locality, 
hospital  admissions  and  deaths. 
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Measles. 

584  cases  of  this  disease  were  notified  during  the  year  and, 
as  customary,  this  disease  pursues  its  bi-annual  characteristic  of 
periodicity.  No  deaths  occurred. 

Scarlet  Fever. 


2 cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  notified  during  the  year.  It 
is  nowadays  exceptional  for  these  cases  to  be  admitted  to  Hospital,  as 
apart  from  the  general  mildness  of  the  infection,  antibiotics  and 
penicillin  continue  to  be  an  effective  form  of  treatment. 

Dysentery. 

82  cases  of  suspected  Dysentery  were  notified  and  the 
diagnosis  of  Sonne  was  confirmed  in  68  5 unfortunately  this  infection 
is  now  resistant  to  treatment  by  chemotherapy  in  general. 

Food  Poisoning. 

5 cases  of  Food  Poisoning  were  notified  during  the  year. 

In  one  case  Salmonella  Idikan  was  isolated,  and  no  specimen  was 
available  in  another  case.  Three  cases  were  not  confirmed. 


Diphtheria  Immunisation. 


770  children  were  immunised  and  734  re-immunised  against 
Diphtheria  during  the  year. 

The  following  figures  give  an  estimated  indication  of  the 
immunity  state  against  diphtheria :-

587  children  were  immunised  and  459  re-immunised  against

Poliomyelitis  Vaccination. 


During  the  year  certain  priority  groups  became  eligible 
for  fourth  doses  of  vaccine,  which  is  offered  as  a routine  measure 
to  children  at  about  five  years  of  age.  The  General  Practitioners 
also  continued  to  carry  out  a number  of  vaccinations  in  their  own.

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B.C.G.  Vaccination. 


Children  over  thirteen  years  of  age  aro  offered  this  type  of 
vaccination  against  Tuberculosis  as  a routine  each  year  and  those  who 
have  not  accepted  this  before,  are  afforded  the  opportunity  once  again 
before  leaving  school.  Students  attending  Universities,  Teacher 
Training  Colleges  and  other  Establishments  of  Further  Education  are  also 
included  in  this  scheme.  If  circumstances  warrant  it,  children  who 
have  reached  ten  years  can  also  now  be  vaccinated.  The  Mantoux  test  is 
used  to  indicate  whether  the  child  is  susceptible  to  Tuberculosis  and 
if  so  B.C.G.  vaccination  is  carried  out.  About  63  per  cent  of  parents 
consented  and  after  the  preliminary  skin  testing  was  completed  it  was 
found  that  92.5  per  cent  of  children  were  Mantoux  negative  and  therefore 
in  need  of  vaccination. 

Mass  Radiography  Service. 

The  Unit  visited  Camberley  weekly  as  before  for  the  General 
Practitioners  Service  during  1963  end  485  males  and  449  females  were 
X-rayed:  no  persons  were  found  to  have  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  but  4 
males  and  1 female  were  found  to  have  Lung  Cancer, 

In  addition,  3,488  persons  of  both  sexes  attended  special 
sessions  which  were  held  for  factories  end  members  of  the  general 
public  during  the  year  from  which  3 cases  of  Pulmonary-Tuberculosis _ 
were,  discovered. 

Smallpox  Vaccination. 

During  the  year  224  persons,  mainly  children  •were  vaccinated 
and  31  re-vaccinations  were  given.

Clinics  cintinued  to  be  held  as  required  at  the  Surrey  County 
Council  Welfare  Centre,  The  Poplars,  Frimley  Road,  Camberley. 

Swimming  baths. 

The  Blue  Pool,  Camberley,  continues  to  function  as  a large 
private  swimming  pool  serving  the  area  and  much  of  Its  surrounding 
districts.  It  has  a capacity  of  250,600  gallons  with  a turnover 
period  of  approximately  9 hours.  Continuous  filtration  and  chlorination 
processes  are  maintained. 

Disinfection. 


Disinfection  in  cases  of  non-notifiab.le  disease  may  be  carried 
out  on  request,  and  the  cost  re-charged.

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REPORT  OF  THE  CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR 
FOR  THE  YEAR  1963. 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 

Frimley  and  Camber ley  Urban  District  Council. 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 


I have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  report  on  the  work  of  the 
Department  during  the  year  1963. 

The  principles  of  sanitary  science  cover  a wide  field  in 
practical  application  and  extend  to  such  subjects  as  planning,  design 
and  construction  of  buildings,  provision,  of  roads  and  other  essential 
services.  It  would  be  difficult  to  evaluate  one  section  as  compared 
with  another  in  order  of  merit  since  each  branch  has  a relative  value. 

Environmental  hygiene  may  be  said  to  provide  a ’Code  of 
Practice t - designed  to  maintain  a,  hes-ltty  environment  for  the  benefit 
of  the  community  as  a whole.  The  service  operating  in  this  field  covers 
a variety  of  subjects  - many  of  the  duties  are  of  a routine  character 
which  are  referred  to  in  more  detail  in  the  following  pages  of  this 
report . 


Reference  was  made  last  year  to  the  rapid  development  within 
the  district  - the  current  building  programme  has  shown  no  signs  of 
slowing  down*  in  fact  the  official  returns  for  December,  1963  reveal 
there  were  no  less  than  250  local  authority  houses  and  681  private 
enterprise  houses  under  construction  at  that  time.  It  will  therefore 
be  readily  aporeciated  that  the  Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal  Service 
is  under  constant  pressure  every  week  of  the  year.  The  lack  of  proper 
service  areas  to  many  business  houses  tends  to  aggravate  the  problems  - 
larger  vehicles  needed  to  deal  with  the  bulkier  and  changing  character 
of  refuse  add  their  quota  to  the  increasing  traffic  congestion  in  these 
areas.  Redevelopment  and  improvement  of  the  Town  Centre  appears  the 
only  solution. 

During  mid-year  the  Council  engaged  the  services  of  a firm 
of  ’Organisation  and  Method*  Consultants  to  examine  the  administration 
and  operational  functions  of  each  Deportment.  The  Consultants  made  a 
detailed  study  of  the  dajr  to  day  duties  performed  by  the  staff  and  in 
particular  the  Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal  Service  was  examined  in 
the  field  over  a period  of  several  weeks.  No  changes  in  the  Service 
were  made,  and  urgent  matters  relating  to  Refuse  Disposal  had  to  be 
deferred  pending  the  submission  of  the  Consultants’  report  to  the  Council. 
A new  depot  is  urgent  priority  to  provide  maintenance  of  the  Service  and 
co-ordination  in  closing  down  the  Crabtree  Road  Disposal  Depot  if 
duplication  of  plant  and  staff  is  to  be  avoided. 

Among  the  important  functions  of  the  Department  is  the  routine 
work  relating  to  the  cardinal  necessities  of  life  - clean  food  - clean 
air  - and  a wholesome  writer  suppl}'-.  The  Council  is  the  Authority 
responsible  for  the  administration  of  the  Food  & Drags  Act.  In  this 
field  I am  greatly  indebted  to  the  Public  Analyst  for  his  advice  and 
assistance  on  the  ohemical  analysis  of  samples  of  Food  & Drugs,  and 
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especially  his  observations  on  new  legislation  which  have  enabled  the 
Council  to  make  recommendations  to  the  Food  Standards  Committee 
appointed  by  the  Minister  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food.  The 
advice  of  Dr.  G.T.  Cook  of  the  Medical  Research  Council  is  also 
gratefully  acknowledged  on  all  matters  pertaining  to  the  examination 
of  bacteriological  specimens. 

The  Department  continues  to  give  advice  on  the  Food  Hygiene 
Regulations  and  where  necessary  plans  are  prepared  to  illustrate  the 
most  suitable  layout  to  meet  the  need  of  each  case.  Close  liaison  is 
maintained  with  the  Planning  Department  - all  plans  submitted  for 
Building  Byelaw  approval  are  vetted  by  the  Public  Health  Department, 
to  ensure  their  compliance  with  the  Factories  Act  and  other  legislation 
to  avoid  as  far  as  possible  contraventions  or  misunderstanding  when 
construction  is  put  in  hand. 

Atmospheric  Pollution  is  attracting  increasing  attention,  the 
Clean  Air  Act  and  authoritative  statements  on  the  subject  can  no.  longer 
leave  anjr  doubt  in  our  minds  that  dirt-laden  air  knovsno  boundary  - 
it  is  not  necessarily  confined  to  the  area  where  it  is  produced.  As 
citizens  we  have  no  option  but  to  breathe  ’the  stuff1  whether  we 
approve  or  not.  Considerable  progress  has  been  made  in  reducing  this 
nuisance  in  the  industrial  field  --  but  the  major  cause  of  pollution 
comes  from  the  domestic  dwelling.  Old  customs  die  hard,  and  the 
traditional  burning  of  bituminous  coal  is  still  extensively  practised. 
This  method  of  generating  heat  is  wasteful  and  uneconomic  - the  waste 
products  of  incomplete  combustion  are  discharged  from  the  chimney  to 
pollute  the  air  and  we  pay  a big  price  in  terms  of  health  and  human 
suffering  - this  is  the  cause  of  bronchitis  and  other  serious 
respiratory  diseases. 

The  remedy  to  this  problem  is  the  use  of  a fuel  which  is 
smokeless,  or  the  installation  of  Gas  or  Electric  heating  appliances. 

I am  grateful  to  the  Council  for  the  privileges  extended  to 
me  and  the  members  of  my  staff  to  attend  various  meeting  and  conferences 
of  professional  and  technical  Associations  dealing  with  subjects 
complimentary  to  the  work  of  the  Department.

WATER  - Sources  of  Supply. 

Water  is  supplied  for  the  whole  of  the  Urban  District  by 
the  Mid-Wessex  Water  Company. 


The  supply  is  obtained  from  deep  wells  and  boreholes  in  the 
chalk,  from  a varying  number  of  the  Company’s  sources,  as  circumstances 
demand,  which  are  located  along  or  near  the  southern  and  northern  chalk 
outcrops  remote  from  the  Urban  District  and  also  from  the  Bagshot  sands 
at  Frimley  Green,  The  chalk  derived  waters  vary  in  hardness  from  17  to 
25  grains  per  gallon  in  the  natural  state  and  these  supplies  are 
softened  at  source,  either  by  the  lime  or  base  exchange  process,  to 
comply  with  the  Statutory  Limitation  of  12  grains/ gallon.  The  Bagshot 
Sand  water  has  a natural  hardness  of  only  5.5  grains  per  gallon.  The 
supply  is  laid  on  constantly  to  the  Urban  District  and  it  has  not  been 
necessary  to  restrict  the  use  of  waiter  in  any  way.

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PUBLIC  CLEANSING  & RAW  MATERIAL  RECOVERY. 

Refuse  Collection. 

For  yet  another  year  the  service  was  called  upon  to  cope  with  rapidly 
increasing  demands  arising  from  new  development  in  all  parts  of  the  district. 

In  addition  to  in-filling  in  lower  density  areas  many  new  estates  involving 
additional  roads  have  been  constructed  and  it  is  significant  to  note  that  since 
1950  new  highways  have  been  constructed  at  the  average  rate  of  one  mile  per 
annum.  This  has  resulted  in  not  only  a sharp  rise  in  the  number  of  properties 
requiring  attention  but  also  the  need  to  traverse  an  ever-increasing  mileage 
in  the  process. 

Whilst  the  question  of  the  cost  of  the  service  warrants  careful  and 
frequent  examination  it  must  be  measured  in  relation  to  the  standard  of 
performance.  In  the  latter  context  I am  glad  to  report  a regular  weekly 
service  was  maintained  except  during  the  abnormal  weather  condition  experienced 
in  the  winter.  These  conditions  were  quite  unprecedented  in  their  severity  and 
it  is  to  the  credit  of  the  staff  that  the  service  was  maintained  at  a reasone,ble 
level  witnout  undue  inconvenience  to  residents.  After  this  experience  the 
practicability  of  formulating  an  emergency  plan  to  meet  similan  conditions  in 
future  was  reviewed  without  material  success.  It  is  with  pleasure  that  I 
acknowledge  the  understanding  of  the  vast  majority  of  residents  and  relatively 
few  complaints  were  received. 

The  programme  of  vehicle  modernisation  was  continued,  one  new 
' Pakamatic'  type  freighter  being  delivered  during  the  year  with  a further 
replacement  scheduled  for  early  1964. 

The  incentive  bonus  scheme  continued  to  provide  a valuable  contribution 
towards  regularity  of  the  service  in  normal  seasonal  weather  conditions. 

Refuse  Disposal. 

The  need  for  alternative  disposal  facilities  again  made  the  task  a 
difficult  one  and  it  was  not  possible  to  offer  disposal  facilities  for  certain 
types  of  industrial  waste  on  the  scale  previously  provided.  The  Council 
employed  Organisation  and  Methods  Consultants  to  examine  the  work  of  all 
Departments  and  their  views  on  future  refuse  disposal  policy  had  not  been 
published  at  the  end  of  the  year.  In  these  circumstances  implementation  of 
previous  plans  for  an  alternative  site  for  controlled  tipping  were  necessarily 
in  abeyance. 

The  'Track  Marshall'  refuse  control  dozer  was  replaced  with  a similar 
model  during  the  year  and  the  Ghaseside  'Loadmaster'  shovel  continued  in  use. 
Equipment  of  this  type  is  now  an  essential  feature  of  controlled  tipping 
operations. 

Raw  Material  Recovery. 

Following  upon  the  somewhat  disappointing  results  obtained  in  the 
previous  year,  income  under  this  heading  showed  a substantial  improvement 
resulting  in  a surplus  of  £1,663  over  the  original  estimate.

Nine  notifications  were  received  of  intention  to  instal 
boilers  to  which  Section  1 of  the  Act  applied. 

Smoke  Prevention  Byelaw. 

Whilst  no  difficulty  was  notified  in  complying  with  the 
Byelaw  made  under  Section  24  of  the  Act,  Circular  69/63  issued  by 
the  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  late  in  the  year 
indicated  that  some  future  problems  might  arise. 

Smoke  Control  Areas. 

No  action  wa.s  taken  under  this  heading. 

Pollution  Research, 


One  smoke  filter  continued  to  be  operated.  Approval  was 
given  during  the  year  to  the  purchase  of  a multi-port  unit  to  avoid 
week-end  attendance. 
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Two  meetings  of  the  Standing  Conference  of  Co-operating  Bodies 
were  held  and  attended  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Health  Committee  and 
myself. 

The  annual  conference  and  exhibition  of  the  National  Society 
for  Clean  Air  was  also  attended  by  Councillor  T.W.  Edkins  and  my  Deputy. 


PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES. 


No  additional  conveniences  were  provided  during  the  year, 
facilities  for  both  sexes  continuing  to  be  provided  at  the  following s- 

(a)  Car  Park,  Obelisk  Street,  Gamberley,  (With  washing  facilities) 

(b)  London  Road  Recreation  Ground,  Camberley.  (Washing  facilities 

approved  but  not  installed  during  year) 

(c)  London  Road/Frimley  Road  junction,  Camberley.  (Washing  facilities 

installed  during  year) 

(d)  Church  Road,  Frimley.  (With  washing  facilities) 

(e)  Deepcut  Bridge  Road,  B.lackdown. 

Convenience  (b)  continued  to  be  used  extensively  by  trunk  road 
users,  a purpose  for  which  it  was  not  originally  designed  and  is  not 
adequate.  It  would  be  difficult,  however,  to  effect  any  substantial 
improvement  to  this  convenience  -without  encroaching  on  the  formal  garden 
which  is  a pleasing  feature  to  many  residents. 

Progress  wa.s  made  during  the  year  in  negotiations  for  a site 
for  new  conveniences  at  Frimley  Green. 


HOUSING. 


There  are  now  no  serious  pockets  of  dwelling  coming  within 
Demolition  or  Closing  Order  category  although  many  dwellings  are  still 
sub-standard  to  the  extent  that  they  lack  one  or  more  of  the  amenities 
specified  in  the  standard  improvement  grant  procedure. 

Substantial  progress  wa.s  ma.de  during  the  yea.r  in  provision 
of  new  houses  as  the  following  figures  indicate

Apart  from  a decision  by  the  Council  to  issue  a certificate 
in  respect  of  some  but  not  all  defects  listed  by  the  tenant  in  one 
instance  and  the  submission  of  undertakings  by  the  owners  on  two 
occasions,  no  action  was  taken  under  the  Apt  during  the  year, 

CARAVAN  SITES  & CONTROL  OF  DEVELOPMENT  ACT.  I960. 

The  time  limit  for  compliance  with  conditions  attached  to  the 
site  licences  in  respect  of  the  two  major  sites  in  the  South  Ward 
expired  during  the  year  but  nevertheless  both  sites  fell  short  of  the 
specified  standard  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

In  one  instance  the  situation  largely  arose  from  technical 
difficulties  in  arranging  a satisfactory  drainage  outfall  to  a public 
sewer;  in  the  second  case  the  Council  resolved  to  institute  legal 
proceedings  and  in  October  the  licensees  were  fined  £60  for  failure 
to  comply  with  the  licence  conditions.  No  material  progress  wa.s 
ma.de  in  compliance  during  the  year  subsequent  to  these  proceedings. 

Licences  were  also  issued  in  respect  of  two  smaller  sites. 


MORTUARY. 


In  view  of  the  continued  difficulty  of  finding  an  alternative 
site  for  a new  mortuary  and  the  .longer  term  possibility  of  the  Council 
coming  to  an  arrangement  with  the  Hospital  Group  when  a new  hospital 
is  built  at  Frimley,  medium  term  proposals  for  modernisation  of  the 
existing  building  were  prepared  and  approved  in  principle.  These 
proposals  included  a refrigeration  unit  to  accommodate  six  bodies,  a 
body  stacking  machine  and  an  internal  partition  in  the  entrance 
vestibule  to  form  a viewing  room  at  an  estimated  cost  of  £1,100. 

Although  it  was  not  practicable  to  carry  out  this  work  during 
the  year  it  was  intended  for  implementation  in  1964. 


Petroleum  (Regulations)  Acts.  1928  & 1936. 

The  storage  of  petroleum  spirit  in  bulk  is  largely  accommodated 
in  underground  steel  tanks.  The  larger  capacity  tank  of  3,000  gallons 
is  now  more  widely  used  in  substitution  of  the  smaller  tanks  of  250  or 
500  gallon  capacity. 

Petroleum  based  spraying  mixtures  are  stored  in  metal  cabinets 
or  other  approved  fire  resisting  structures. 

During  the  year  57  licences  were  issued  for  the  storage  of 
petroleum  spirit  including  petroleum  mixtures  which  represented  a total 
of  37,000  gallons  of  petroleum  spirit,  and  1.1,000  gallons  of  petroleum 
mixtures.  All  licence  holders  are  required  to  comply  with  Standard 
Code  of  Practice  advised  by  the  Home  Office. 

The  department  maintains  a close  liaison  with  the  Surrey  County 
Fire  Officers,  and  H.M.  Inspector  of  Factories  on  all  matters  pertaining 
to  this  branch  of  work. 
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PUBLIC  HEALTH  ( DRAINAGE  OF  TRADE  PREMISES)  ACT,  1937, 


During  the  year  it  was  necessary  to  examine  the  main  outfalls 
of  storm  water  from  all  sections  of  the  district.  Random  sampling  at 
strategic  points  revealed  the  presence  of  pollutants  in  the  form  of 
detergents,  organic  solvents  and  other  impurities  involving  high 
biochemical  oxygen  demand.  Sources  of  pollution  were  traced  and 
remedied. 


Similar  problems  have  arisen  due  to  the  discharge  of  strong 
liquors  into  the  sewers  which  has  caused  temporary  trouble  at  the  Sewage 
Disposal  Works. 

The  approval  of  the  Council  has  been  sought  in  a number  of 
instances  where  manufacturing  concerns  have  discharged  trade  effluent 
into  the  sewers. 

Consents  granted  by  the  Council  are  subject  to  the  effluents 
being  brought  to  an  acceptable  standard  for  treatment  prior  to  discharge 
into  the  sewer.  The  Council  has  determined  that  in  due  time  a charge 
will  be  made  in  all  cases  as  provided  for  under  the  provisions  of  the 
Public  Health  Act,  196 1. 


HACKNEY  CARRIAGES . 


Twenty-eight  licences  were  issued  during  the  year. 

Consideration  was  given  to  the  advisability  of  introducing 
byelaws  based  on  the  Model  Code  during  the  year.
